He has had what 
is, for a soldier, the greatést honor, a citation at the hands of the 
President of his country. He is coming home to participate in 
a great welcome by his home county of Cobb and its county seat 
of Marietta.

That’s just a phrase. A good one, but just a phrase. 


Gen. Lucius Clay isn’t the catfishing type. What he meant 


was that he was coming home to rest and to have a look at his. 


own country, its problems, its assets and its liabilities. Maybe he 
will wet a line in some friend’s lake, but let no one consider this 
man with the face of a Roman pro-consul and an administrative 
mind, that cah grasp great details and not forget the small ones 
and their place and meaning with and to the major ones, as a 
Cracker who would enjoy sitting on a bank fishing for mudcat. 
This man is action. He won’t do much resting, even though he 
may think he will.

We were committed early to a fantastic and foolish plan of 
making a pastoral farm region of Germany. That all the tech- 
nology of that country and its people could be submerged in 
such a plan was impossible. 

Gen. Clay simply abandoned it. He saw that it was impossible— 
that the economy of all Europe depended, in part at least, on the 
production and technology of the Ruhr. 

France, always fearful, refused plan after plan. Three times 
our State Department issued statements which were completely 
erroneous and damaging to Gen. Clay’s efforts. Each time the 
error was admitted, but after the damage was done. There was 
nothing malicious in these errors—there was stupidity. (All this 
was B. A.—Before Acheson.) 

France tried the blackmail of the Communists—which terrified 
our then State Department. Clay stood firm. He would have 
won a complete victory, had not France known his retirement was 
near. As it was, he won a partial victory and the next admin- 
istrator will be faced with final disposition of the troublesome 
Ruhr and the nightmares it gives the French. 

Gen. Clay’s continual struggle with this heavy and important 
factor in the occupation of Germany required a tenacious mind, 
and also a mind informed and able to apply the information. 

Gen. Clay is the State’s great man of our time. They tell me 
there were giants in the old days, and maybe so. But I doubt 
if any of them were more able or as well informed as this man 
of our generation who has come home, speaking of catching up on 
his catfishing.

Hong Kong Will Be the Test 


; HONG KONG—To the visitor arrived from Shanghai, Hong 
Kong appears wonderfully calm and comfortable. The Shanghai 
streets are like a carnival in a nightmare; the streets of Hong Kong, 


like a bustling, colorful country fair. On the Peak above the city | 
there are big, comfortable houses, cool breezes and that air of | 
of British colonial ex- | 


peaceful stuffiness which is the hallmark 
istence. 

But the real difference between Hong Kong and Shanghai is 
quite of another, more grim order. This city is sternly mobilizing 
for its own defense. It is mobilizing because there is a chance 
that something as ugly as what is now happening in Shanghai may 
start here within a few weeks or months. It is mobilizing because 
there is even a very remote chance that China’s civil war may 
become an international war when it reaches Hong Kong’s borders. 


Warning Before too long (six weeks to three months is the 

best guess), the Communist “People’s Liberation 
Army” will arrive at the borders of Hong Kong’s leased territory 
on the mainland. Mao Tse Tung’s victorious troops will then face 
a reinforced Hong Kong garrison of some 12,000 British troops 
hardly more than a corporal’s guard. But if the “People’s Lib- 
eration Army” then attempts to “liberate” Hong Kong, the British 
troops will fight. 

The British do not expect to have to fight. Yet they are mak- 
ing their intention to resist if attacked as obvious as possible. 
Fighter planes have arrived at the totally inadequate Kaitak Air- 
field on the mainland. Aircraft carriers and other fleet reinforce- 
ments are steaming toward Hong Kong. British troops in Singa- 
pore have been alerted to be ready for Hong Kong duty on short 
notice. All this is intended to warn the Communists that an attack 
on Hong Kong will mean war with a major power. 


Ho e There are other reasons why the British do not expect 
p to have to fight. .The businessmen especially rather nerv- 
ously hope that the Communists have already decided to allow 
Hong Kong to continue to function as a funnel for trade and a 
“window to the West.” The evidence which supports this view 
is certainly not conclusive, but it is strikingly interesting. 

A kind of barter trade, rather like the China trade of the 


clipper ship days, has been quietly carried on between Hong Kong | 


and the Communist north ever since the initial Communist victo- 
ries. As in the old days, it has sometimes been highly profitable, 
with a single voyage netting a neat 100 percent return. And very 
recently the‘Communists have evinced a more formal interest in 
trade with Hong Kong. 

They first approached a great Chinese bank, with close Nation- 
alist connections, to act as their Hong Kong trading agents. The 
Chinese bank, whose main brgnches were still under Nationalist 
control, refused as politely as possible. The Communists then 
turned to a Belgian bank, with correspondents throughout the 
world. The Belgian bank accepted the assignment with pleas- 
ure. Already lubricating oil, paper and trucks are going north in 
exchange for shipments of bristles, soya beans and coal from the 
great Kailan mines. 


P ~ On the other side of the balance sheet, less optimistic 
r1ze political observers point out that Hong Kong is a rich 
prize, and that when the Communists contro] the mainland the 
prize of this little island will be almost within their grasp. More- 
over, the Communists could hope to seize the prize, if they were so 
minded, by a process of strangulation, rather than by direct assault. 

Hong Kong could be cut clean off from China, and trade with 
China is Hong Kong’s reason for being. Then the pressure could 
be steadily increased. Hong Kong’s commerce could be thrown 
into confusion by a flood of hundreds of millions of Hong Kong 
dollars from South China, where the Hong Kong dollar has become 
the main medium of exchange. Finally, the Hong Kong utilities, 
whose labor unions are Communist controlled, could be struck, 
and bloody street riots and looting promoted by Communist agents. 
The pressure to abandon Hong Kong on almost any terms would 
then be very heavy, although the British assert stoutly that they 
intend to withstand any pressure whatever. 

In this rather ominous situation, only two péints are clear. 
First, the way the Chinese Communists chose to deal with Hong

Western world as a whole. If they adopt the “window to the 
West” approach to the Hong Kong problem, we can assure that for 
the immediate future they will wish to carry on extensive trade. 
Second, if the Chinese Communists attack Hong Kong, there will 


be a fight; that fight will extend beyond Hong Kong's borders. |

Did Truman Say ‘Byrd’ or ‘Whiffle Bird’? 


WASHINGTON—The remark attributed to President Truman about there being “too many Byrds 
in Congress” has created attention out of all proportion to its due. Most of the hullabaloo seems 
to derive chiefly from the habit of some people to seize on every little opportunity that is offered 
to try to throw a wedge between the President and his party followers in Congress. 


Just what the President may have said is 
open to question, but even at its worst it does 
not seem to warrant all of the excitement that 
has been raised. He was talking to a group of 
veterans who had come to Washington to press 
for action on pending housing legislation. After 
leaving the White House one of the group re- 
lated that Mr. Truman had urged on them the 
necessity of electing to Congress men who look 
forward and not backward. He quoted the Presi- 
dent as saying: “There are too. many Byrds in 
Congress now.” 


One trustworthy commentator, Lowell 
Mellett, a former White House aide, checked 
into the matter and insists that the President 
made a slightly different remark from the 
one quoted. According to him, Mr. Truman 
said: “There are too many whiffle birds in 
Congress.” 


Now a whiffle bird, as Mr. Mellett explains, 
is the legendary fowl that flies backward, being 
more interested in where he has been than 
where he is going. President Roosevelt used, to 
wisecrack about the same species. If that is the 
correct. version, Mr. Truman obviously was 
merely having his own little joke. At his most 
recent press conference he declined to com-

The Senator does not come up 
for re-election until 1952, which, unless he seeks 
a third term, will mark the end of Mr. Tru- 
man’s tenure also. Moreover, Sen. Byrd has 
hinted in the past that he has plans for retiring 
when his present term ends. , 

All of this should have been obvious enough 
on the face of things. Yet it was not enough to 
prevent a lot of the Administration’s critics from 
rushing into print with statements condemning 
the President and coming to the Virginia Sena- 
tor’s defense. 


What gave substance to the quoted re- 
mark was that the President probably has 
a right to feel unkindly toward Sen. Byrd. 
It was the Virginia Senator who joined with 
the Republicans and provided the vote nec- 
essary to block a favorable report on the 
nomination of Mr. Truman’s close friend, 
former Gov. Mon C. Wallgren, of Washing- 
ton, as head of the Federal Security Agency. 
But for the Byrd vote the nomination would 
likely have been confirmed by now. The 
President must have resented that very 
deeply. 


Also he must remember how Sen. Byrd 
failed to give even lip service to the Truman- 
Barkley ticket in Virginia last Fall. On the con- 
trary, influential members of the Byrd machine 
played along with the Dixiecrats. 

Then, too, the Virginia Senator has been on 
the opposition side of most of the President's 
program. Despite these points, the President is 
too smart a politician to openly pick a fight with 
an influential member of his party like Sen. 
Byrd. The whole thing seems to be one of those 
little incidents that are blown up out of all pro- 
portion to their true value.

Economy To Gheck Reform? 


WASHINGTON—The longer you watch what goes on here in Washington, 


the more the design of politics remains the same. 


Here four and a half months 


ago, for example, we had a President go into office—not the one, of course, 

most of us expected—to carry out a program he had pledged in the campaign. 

It is a reform program in that it em bodies expansion or extension of reforms 

previously effected in large measure, with little new added. 


is just about the time, according to the design, that opponents os reform Presidents adopt | 


familiar strategy to checkmate him and, sure 
enough, we are beginning to. get it now, and 
seductively as usual. The words and the music 
are the same. There are pleas for “economy” 
and for the President to be “reasonable” about 
reforms, to drop some of them, to wait until a 
more appropriate time. 


Just now opponents of the Truman pro- 
gram are able to capitalize upon economic 
congitions, upon a slowdown which may be 
temporary or not. There is no intention 
here to diagnose current conditions. The 
experts themselves disagree. Anyhow, the 
situation lends itself readily te arguments 
against new ventures. 


There is a close parallel with the period 
when the late President Roosevelt inaugurated 
his New Deal reform program. This parallel] 
concerns tactics but not econdémic conditions, for 
we were then in the midst of depression. Then 
the cry, as some will remember, was “recovery 
first, reform later.” President Roosevelt went 
right ahead, much more slowly, because of re 
sistance, than some people now recall, but still 
surely. And a good thing it turned out to be, 
not only because some of the “reforms” helped 
“recovery,” but also because we got on the books 
@ number of statutes that will be very useful 
if we run into another depression. These are 
basic measures to protect workers and farmers. 
and a pattern for public works to provide jobs. 

Some people are getting annoyed with Presi- 
dent Truman, @& they did then with President 
Roosevelt, because h@ wants to go ahead. He is 
“stubborn” and “unrealistic.” 

“Economy” then became a slogan of those 
who wanted to stop reforms. This is not to 
disparage economy. It’s always a good thing 
and we could use more of it of the right sort. 
It has sincere advocates. But, if you’ve watched 
the show here long enough, you learn that the

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“economy” for which some interests and their | 


spokesmen call so loudly is something else. 
“Economy” can be used as a cover for cutting 


appropriations for purposes which they don’t | 
like, as, for example, in the Eightieth Congress, | 
when funds for reclamation and public power | 
were reduced. This raised a clamor from the | 
West that reacted for President Truman in the | 


election. Also, certain functions of the Labor 
Department and other departments and agen- 
cies were sharply curtailed or stopped entirely 
by withholding appropriations. 


In so many cases of the latter type, it 
was not “economy” at all, for the amounts 
involved were small. The aim was to ham- 
string er stop certain functions of Govern- 
ment. It is so now with such measures as 
housing, education, and health, in which the 
amounts involved are very small compared 
with the tetal budget. Furthermore, housing, 
education, and protection to health are 
things we need whether there is a depres- 
sion or not. We can afford them. 


Some of those who promoted “economy” of | 


the sart mentioned in the last Congress and are 
clamoring for it now are those who benefited 
so largely from tax reduction in the last Con- 
gress and also from the Taft-Hartley labor law. 

Modification of the Taft-Hartley law, on 
which President Truman is standing solidly, also 
has a depression angle, incidentally. The law 
as it stands has worked to make union organi- 
zation more difficult and in a depression this 
would militate against labor. Labor unions al- 
ways have suffered in depressions, as the eco- 
nomic history of our country shows, and there 
is now a law that could be used to help that 
along.

And he went to Kurt Jachman Co., an 
insurance brokerage firm organized in 1942, to 
buy his policy against disaster at sea. A ‘few 
weeks later he had an idea. 

He asked Jachman to boost the rate 15 per 
eent above what he’d already been quoted, and 
kick back the difference to him in cash. So far 
in long green folding money—which we taxpay- 
ers thought was going for iron horses—he has 
received $133,062. And two cents, which he got 
in the form of copper pennies. 


Well, sir, the U. 8S. Senate, composed also 
of taxpayers, is what you might call sore. A 
special subcommittee headed by Sen. Clyde 
Hoey of N. C., is investigating, and the weird 
thing about all this seems to be that it was 
legal. Vogel got the money, largely in the 
form of $1,000 bills to use as he pleased, and 
there doesn’t seem to be much that we can do 
about it. 


The Senators sent up their demon accountant, 
Carmine S. Bellino, to go over all the books. He 
found where Jachman. had given Vogel the 
$133,062.02 in cash, all right, but he could trace 
only $47,159 of it to Gustave’s bank account. 

What he did with the other $85,903.02 nobody 
seems to know; certainly not Bellino.

With a Congressman’s salary, tax-free expense 
fund and other allowances, his total cash “take” 
comes to $31,850 a year. And that still isn’t all. 
The figure does not include free offices, equip- 
ment and other facilities both in Washington and 
in his horhe town, free medical care, free flow- 
ers, free postage, cut-rate prices on stationery and 
numerous other articles in the House stationery 
room (virtually a PX), and 20 cents-a-mile travel 
expenses to and from his home. For West Coast 
members, the last item amounts to $1,200 for each 
session. 

The itemized list of a Congressman’s “take” 
as a result of the latest boost is as follows 

$12,500 salary 
a 2,500 tax-free expense account. 
16,300 clerical hire 
500 telegrams and long-distance 
telephone calls 
50 air mail 


Total $31,850 

This sum, combined with the other free fa- 
-@ilities, brings the total cost to taxpayers of 
maintaining a Congressman (in the style they 
have accustomed themselves to) to at least 
$50,000 a year. 


In addition, Congressmen now have a 
generous pension system. It is voluntary 
and they become eligible after serving ‘three 
terms (six years) and reaching the age of 
60. Members pay $62.50 a month. After 
six years, they are entitled to a pension of 
$1,875 a year as long as they live. The 
more they pay in, the bigger the pension, 
up to a maximum of $7,500 annually. 


The free medical care applies not only to 
members of Congress but to their families. On 
occasion, even ltame-duck Congressmen benefit 
from this system. In recent weeks, two former 
members of the House were given free medical 
care in one of the capital’s big military hospi- 
tals. Im its operation, this system is pure so- 
cialized medicine. 
dred thousand dollars annually. 

A major feature of the system is a large 
‘and fully equipped clinic maintained on Capitol 
Hill for en. This clinic has three full- 
time doctors and a number of other attendants. 
The service is absolutely free to members of 
Congress and their families. The same applies 
to the other medical care they get in either the 
Army’s Walter Reed Hospital or the Navy's 
Bethesda Hospital. 

Their only charge in these institutions is $8.75 
a day for bed and board, approximately one- 
third the cost of similar acco tions in a 
private hospital. Everything else is free, includ- 
ing surgery, nursing and medicine. Also, if a 
member of Congress is a war veteran, he can 
even get the Veterans Administration to pay the 
38.75 charge if he wants to. Some do.

Another source of cash income to mem- 
bers of Congress is the widespread practice 
of nepotism. It is estimated that at least 
half the members of the House and 40 per- 
cent of the Senate have relatives on their 
congressional pay rolls. In some cases, these 
relatives actually work for their salaries. A 
number of them don’t; some don’t even live 
in Washington. 


Occasionally, Congressmen further’ enrich 
themselves by taking “kickbacks” from their 
clerical help. *Rep. J. Parnell Thomas, Repub- 
lican, New Jersey, former Chairman of the House 
Un-American Activities Committee, is awaiting 
trial on an indictment on this charge. 


Congressmen pay for their food in Capitol 
dining rooms, and for their barbering and shoe- 
shines. Senators get the latter service free. 
There is no limit on the franking (free mail) 
privilege of members of Congress. Recently, 
Rep. Ralph Gwinn, Republican, New York, sent 
out 900,000 pieces of literature, consisting of 
speeches he made opposing major features of 
President Truman’s fair deal program. 

The latest $3,000 increase in clerical hire for 
Congressmen also included a seprate $500 item 
for telegraph and long-distance telephone service. 
Like the other emoluments and accommoda- 
tions, these allowances are tax free. The in- 
crease was voted by a resolution that was not 
subject to Senate concurrence. Even if it had 
been, the Senate would not have disapproved.

Fulton Superior Court Judge ° 7 
Walter Hendrix ruled yesterday url the Warehouse 
that the Georgia Public Service 
Commission is powerless to compe! 
the Atlanta Gas Light Company 
to make refunds to customers who 
complained that the Company’s 
fas service was not as good as 
they contracted for. 

Atty. Charles Bloch, of Macon, 
representing the PSC, immediately 
filed an appeal to the Supreme 


Court. 
Judge Hendrix enjoined the PSC 
from two of its orders dated last 
Dec. 11 and last Dec. 22 insofar as 
such orders direct the gas com- 
pany to adjust its basic billing for 
existing N-4 customers and to de- 
duct from each monthly bill to 
each such customer 1/12 of the 
total adjustment until such adjust- 
ment is satisfied. 
Only 12 large users of gas were 
affected and the sum involved was 
about $100,000. Had the Court up- 
held the PSC, only eight of the . 
customers would have received | 
refunds and the others would have 


had to pay additional sums to the 
company.
